President Greeted 
Warmly As 4-Nation 
Tour Comes To End 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay (AP) 
—President Eisenhower flew into 
Uruguay today on the last stop 
of his four-nation South American 
tour. 


He was greeted warmly by Be­ 
nito Nardone, president of the Na­ 
tional Council, 
and praised for 
his “crusade of friendship.” 
“ America is departing from the 
cold outline on the map to become 
the broad conscience of a com­ 
mon ideal and an harmonic un­ 
ion.” the Uruguay an leader said 
at Carrasco Airport, where Eisen­ 
hower 
arrived 
from 
Santiago, 
Chile. 


“There has befallen to y ou,” 
Nardone continued, “ the high mis­ 
sion of bringing about an identity 
among the peíales that were born 
in the same century of liberty and 
independence and who, as each 
attained their dream, has had that 
dream 
perpetuated 
by faith in 
their neighbor.” 
The President’s public appear­ 
ances 
in 
Montevideo were ex 
pected to attract the enthusiastic 
crowds that turned out at his 
earlier stops. But a reinforced po­ 
lice guard was ordered to one 
point on the route of Eisenhower’s 
motorcade through the Uruguay an 
capital, the National University , 
where Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon ran into student jeers and 
eatcall* on his visit two y ears ago.

"If th e 
Council members will appear be­ 
fore Parent-Teacher Associations, 
various lodges and fraternal or­ 
ganizations to explain the n e e d , 
there won’t be any problem," he 
said. 
Councilman Clarence T. Cart­ 
wright said he is opposed to park­ 
ing meters until it is known how 
many will be installed and where. 
Strobic pointed out the meters 
would provide the city with much- 
needed revenue, v 
Mrs. Mary Rahter, president, re­ 
marked the Council "can’t hold 
back if it thinks it is right to go 
ahead." "Don’t wait to see what 
each individual wants. We were 
elected to use our good judgment.

Th e circus atmosph ere of a Senate filibuster 
always conceals th e issue being talked

death . But th e 1960 filibuster is not likely to 
conceal a fact growing out of th e civ il righ ts 
Issue in th is session of Congress. 
Th e Senate seems determined to demon­ 
strate a truth about political issues. 
Th e 
demonstration is made dramatic by th e fact 
th e filibusters h ad no intention of demon­ 
strating th is particular truth at th is or any 
oth er time. 
Th ey h av e used up th e political mileage 
In civ il righ ts. 


IT HAS BEEN EVIDENT for years th at 
th ey were milking th e issue for wh at th ey 
could get mit of it as th e traditional standby 
of solid south ern democracy, a special v ari­ 
ety unlike th e Democratic credo of 
any 
oth er part of th e country. 
Th ey h av e been an embarrassment not on­ 
ly to Democrats elsewh ere but to many for­ 
ward-looking Democrats in th eir own states. 
It is apparent to th ese Democrats th at politi­ 
cians in th e image of th e Bilbos and Tal- 
madges h av e stood still wh ile th e country 
mov ed on. And it is obv ious th at th e die- 
h ards stood still only because th ere contin­ 
ued to be power in th e ancient incantations 
against Negroes. 
Th ere is a kind of South ern v oter wh o re­ 
acts to noth ing else, but th ese are not th e 
v oters wh o h old out th e brigh test promise for 
th e South ’s future.

Conditions do ch ange. Ideas and attitudes 
do become altered by experience. South erners 
as a wh ole are not imperv ious to th e th ings 
th at h av e been so staunch ly resisted by ag­ 
ing spokesmen wh o preach th ere must be 
no departure from patterns of th ough t and 
feeling th at h av e become anach ronistic 
in 
th e South as a wh ole. 


THE 1960 FILIBUSTER will rev eal th at 
th e civ il righ ts issue h as been neutralized 
by th e sch ism it h as caused in th e Demo­ 
cratic party, Itself. It will sh ow th at th e 
party’s legislativ e leaders — men like Sen. 
Lyndon Joh nson of Texas and Rep. Sam Ray­

He names 20 different cities and 
declares th at th ere now « re only 
60 synagogues functioning in th e 
entire Sov iet Union. 


HE STATES th at h i Moscow, 
wh ere th ere are 600,000 Jews, only 
one synagogue is permitted to re­ 
main open. Th e windows in th is 
ch urch building were broken on 
New Year’s Ev e and furth er dam­ 
age done a few days later. Dr. 
Fabian adds: 
“Discrimination against Jews in 
th e Sov iet Union may be seen by 
th e following facts: 
“1. Each Sov iet citizen h as to 
h av e an internal passport th at 
serv es as a certificate of identity 
with in th e country. Ordinary So­ 
v iet citizens h av e only th e place 
of toeir birth marked on th e cards, 
wh ile th ose of th e Jews are marked 
by th e word ‘Ev rei’—Jew. 
“2. Jews cannot be civ il serv ants 
or army officers. Since 1949. no 
Jews are admitted to Sov iet mili­ 
tary sch ools. 
“3. Th e world was sh ocked th at, 
under th e czars, Jews numbering 
5 pw cnt of th e student body 
were allowed to study at Russian 
univ ersities Today, th ere are no 
more th an 1.5 per cent, wh ile at 
th e univ ersities of th e Ukraine no 
Jews are admitted. Today, th ere 
are still Jews wh o practice medi­ 
cine and « re employed as teach ­ 
ers and professors but now th ey 
are excluded from th e medical 
faculty, from training sch ools for 
teach ers and from training sch ools 
for diplomats. 
“4. Jews ara gradually being 
pu^ed out of administrativ e job* 
in industrial plants. 
Nowadays, 
th ey rarely ev en h old th e job of 
a foreman.” 
A great deal h as appeared In 
th e pres* of th e world about th e 
desecration <rf Jewish places 
of 


worsh ip and th is h as usually been 
attributed to “h ooligans.” 
Th e West German gov ernment 
inv estigated and found many in­ 
stances in wh ich th ere was a tie- 
up to th e East German Cormnun- 
ists. But proof in such circum­ 
stances is difficult to get because 
th e underground tech niques are ef­ 
fectiv e. 


NO COMMUNIST contacts th e 
youth directly but th e Sov iet ap­ 
paratus extends to many univ er­ 
sities in different countries and it 
is not a difficult matter for inter­ 
mediaries to 
start 
anti-Semitic 
demonstrations with out th e risk of 
being exposed. 
Wh en news does leak ouï. It Is 
giv en casual attention. Th us on 
Oct. 4, 1959, h oodlums set fire to 
th e synagogue at Malakh ov ka, a 
suburb of Moscow. 
It was on th e second day of th e 
Jewish New Year serv ices. 
Th e 70-year-old wife of th e care­ 
taker was strangled and h er body 
th rown into th e flames. News of 
th is was not carried in th e Sov iet 
press. 
Discussing th e anti-Semitic dem­ 
onstrations in West Germany Dr. 
Fabian asks: 
“Wh o was interested in compro­ 
mising th e Liberal - Democratic 
Ch ancellor Adenauer of Germany 
before th e ‘summit’ conference’ 
Wh o would profit by breaking up 
th e united front of th e Western 
alliance? 
“It is obv ious th at th is anti-Se­ 
mitic campaign did not serv e th e 
interest of West Germany — now 
waging a battle of life and death 
for Berlin and for th e reunifica­ 
tion of Germany — as. for th is 
country, not only th e support but 
also th e sympath y of th e free 
world is essential. T ie weakning 
of West Germany’s morale and th e 
disruption of Western unity would 
profit only one power: 'Th e Sov iet 
Union. 
“Th e anti - Semitic campaign 
would also serv e to camouflage th e 
tragic fact th at, with in th e last six 
month s, th e Sov iet Union is th e 
only country to introduce legally 
and in practice th e Nazi princi­ 
ples of Nuremberg. , . , 
“Th e Jewish question 
is ttie 
skeleton in th e Sov iet cupboard. 
As long as silence is maintained, 
th e gradual liquidation of Jewry 
goes on. 
“History may repeat itself. Had 
th e world raised its v oice in time 
—before Hitler sent millions of 
Jews to th e gas ch ambers and not 
after, wh en th ere was noth ing one 
could do but,lament — milliwis of 
liv es would h av e been sav ed.”

Are The Trips Wo rth It?

WASHINGTON 
Two elderly m e n — President 
Eisenh ower at 69 and Premier 
Nikita Kh rush ch ev almost 66—are 
giv ing th emselv es a mean, ph ysi­ 
cal beating w i t h th eir foreign 
journeys in th e h ope it will bene­ 
fit th eir countries. 
Are th eir trips worth th e ex­ 
pense in ph ysical i« inish ment and 
time away from th eir jobs at 
h ome? Th at question is still un­ 
answered, despite th e big recep­ 
tions both men get. 
Tie ov ations giv en th em by mil­ 
lions of people in th e backward 
countries doesn’t necessarily im­ 
ply any more th an a superficial, 
polite and curious response to th e 
v isit of celebrities. 
Th e polite and often platitudi­ 
nous statements by th e two lead­ 
ers wh en th ey are not wh izzing 
th rough th e crowd with big grins 
and wav ing arms, can h ardly do 
more th an create a momentary 
impression of goodwill 
After all. neith er man is going 
to anger bis h osts with antagonis­ 
tic statements or tough talk, al­ 
th ough th e explosiv e Kh rush ch ev 
h as done more in th is direction 
th an Eisenh ower, 
Both men are doing 
a selling 
job. In th e end th eir customers, 
th e peoirfe of th e backward na­ 
tions, will base th eir future atti­ 
tudes on positiv e follow-up results. 
Just h ow much follow-up Eisen­ 
h ower and Kh rush ch ev h av e in 
mind remains to be seen. 
Kh rush ch ev started th ese trips 
after Stalin’s death with v isRs to 
Western Europe and Asia. At th e 
time h e h ad a practical reason: 
Th e tyrant Stalin was newly dead 
and th e world - wide sinister im­ 
pression (rf th e Sov iet Union h e 
created remained. 
Eisenh ower must h av e felt h e 
could do no less th an Kh rush ch ev . 
He, too, became a world trav eler: 
to Europe, Asia, North Africa, and 
now South America. Now th e two 
most important world leaders are 
(Hit beatmg th e goodwill bush es at 
th e same time. 
In 'ih e past, wh en much slower 
t|av ei meant th e top 
would 


h av e to be awy from h ome base 
too long, it was natural for th eir 
foreign ministers to do th e trav el­ 
ing wh ile th e No 1 men stayed 
h ome. 


Th at picture h as ch anged. It’s 
a good bet, since trav el is now 
faster, th at in th e future th ere will 
be more, not fewer, summit meet­ 
ings and oth er get-togeth ers be­ 
tween th e national leaders. 
Eisenh ower h imself seems to 
h av e swung around toward th is 
v iew in just a few month s. Only 
last summer h e told friends h e 
looked bleakly on meetings by th e 
top men and preferred th e old- 
fash ioned way of doing th ings 
th ro!!^ foreign ministers. 
But th ere’s a big difference be­ 
tween tile top men trying to settle 
priRiIems at a summit meeting 
and th e same men darting o if bv 
th emselv es on world journeys to 
grin and offer not much mor'. th an 
sh ining generalities. 
It remains to be dmionstrated 
th at th ese indiv idual goodwill trips 
by th e top—and aging—leaders do 
any more th an sh orten th eir liv es 
and use up time th at could be bet­ 
ter spent at h ome, th inking.

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Gvil Rights Issue Talked To Death 


The circus atmosphere of a Senate filibuster 
always conceals the issue beinf talked to 
death. But the I960 filibuster is not likely to 
conceal a fact growing out of the civil rights 
Issue in this session of Congress. 
The Senate seems determined to demon­ 
strate a truth about political issues. The 
demonstration is made dramatic by the fad 
the filibusters had no intention of demon­ 
strating Oils particular truth at this or any 
other time.

And it Is obvious that the die­ 
hards Mood atli] only because there contin­ 
ued to he power in the ancient incantations 
against Negroes. 
There Is a kind of Southern voter who re­ 
ad! to nothing tiae. but th aaa ere not toe 
voter* who hold out the brightest promise for 
the South’s future. MB. es loog ai they ex­ 
ist and can be turned out et the poBs for 


politicians who say what they want to hear. 
no change in Southern politics b likely 
Another kind of Sduthem voter is appear­ 
ing. In Arkansas—in Little Rook—there are 
Southerners not represented by Gov. Faubttl 
and last-ditch segregationists. 
Conditions do change. Ideas and attitudes 
do become altered by experience Southerners 
as a whole are not impervious to the things 
that have been so staunchly resisted by ag­ 
ing spokesmen who preach there must be 
no departure from patterns of thought and 
feeling that have become anachronistic in 
the South as a whole. 


THE I aaa FILIBUSTER will reveal that 
the civil rights issue Has been neutralized 
by the schism it has caused in the Demo­ 
cratic party, itself. It will show that the 
party's legislative leaders — man Uke Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas and Rep. Sam Ray­ 
burn of Texas—have moved on with th e 
times. They ere tired of standing pat They 
believe the bright hope of the South is in the 
future, not the past. 
By the time the filibusters have wor n 
themselves out, or have worn out their legis­ 
lative opponents, they will have milked the 
civil rights issue dry. Their own voters will 
be as tired of it as voters everywhere else, 
Including chiefly the Democratic voters who 
give the party its strength in m o d e r n 
tones.

MR. BROWN was enthusiastic.

Ho said that ever since bo was 
the state’s attorney general, ho 
believed that the farm laborers, 
many of them of Mexican origin, 
should be unionised. So did the 
AFLrCIO leaders. 
Some months earlier they had 
put about $100,000 into such a 
campaign.

This would help. There are many 
labor stations in California which 
dispatch workers to tho big “fac­ 
tories in the fields.” Tho station 
staffs also are charged with look­ 
ing after the welfare of the itiner­ 
ant workers. 
lf word went out to these staffs 
to cooperate with tho AFL-CIO 
organizers, tho drive could really 
roll. 
Not long after tho Brown-Meany- 
Reuther conversation, the national 
AFL-CIO sent one of its most suc­ 
cessful organizers west. 
He is Franz Danitl, a t a ll, 
busky fellow who one* studied for 
the ministry in New York. Den­ 
iers immediate task was to bring 
West Coast bakers and confec­ 
tionery workers into the AFL-CIO. 
He is headquartered in Los An­ 
geles but has beal traveling the 
coast from there to Washington 
stat* for many months now. He 
has talked to regional labor feed­ 
ers aa well as government of­ 
ficials.

When the little thing wee dis­ 
covered. perhaps 20 minutes after 
birth, the only way to tell its 
mother was to pick out tho mem­ 
ber of the flock tost was yelling 
hor head off. Heat tampa wert of 
no avail. Tho poor lamb was so 
small it couldn’t get its tongue 
around tho nipple on a baby bot­ 
tle, so weak it couldn’t have pulled 
out the milk. 
It waa made comfortable end 
dry and warm. It was fad after 
a fashion, a drop at a time. But 
with no mother who knew how to 
take care of it. the tragedy of its 
death had been predetermined by 
its birth.

ground of the conspiracy. 
It develops that for several 
months prior to the Swastika 
painting on synagogues in West 
Germany, the Soviet Union was 
carrying on an anti-Semitic cam­ 
paign but tho news was not al­ 
lowed to get out. 
Dr. Fabian, writing in “US 
News lr World Report," tells of 
these occurrences: 
“In Baranovichi, Bendery. Kishi­ 
nev, Kiev, Min*, Voronezh and 
Wilna, Jewish cemeteries 
were 
desecrated and memorials de­ 
faced. No punitive actions were 
taken against the perpetrators, 
which also shows that they were 
inspired or encouraged by the au­ 
thorities.” 
Dr. Fabian says that in the last 
six months of 1959 a large num­ 
ber of synagogues in various parts 
of the Soviet Union wore dosed 
down. 
He names 20 different cities and 
declares that there now ere only 
to synagogues functioning in the 
entire Soviet Union. 


RE STATES that In Moscow, 
where there are 600,000 Jews, only 
on* synagogue is permitted to re­ 
main open. The windows in this 
church building were broken on 
New Year's Eve and further dam­ 
age done a few days later. Dr 
Fabian adds: 
“Discrimination against Jews in 
th* Soviet Union may be seen by 
the following facts: 
“I. Each Soviet dtizen has to 
have an internal passport that 
serves as a certificate of identity 
within tho country. Ordinary So­ 
viet dtizens have only tho place 
of their birth marked on the cards, 
while those of the Jews are marked 
by the word ‘Evrei’—Jew. 
“2. Jews cannot be civil servants 
or army officers. Since 1940, no 
Jews are admitted to Soviet mili­ 
tary schools. 
“3. Tho world was shocked that, 
under the czars, Jews numbering 
5 per cat of tho student body 
wore allowed to study at Russian 
universities. Today, there are no 
more than 1.5 per cent, while at 
the universities of the Ukraine no 
Jowa ai* admitted. Today, there 
are still Jews who practice medi­ 
cine and ere employed as teach­ 
ers and professors but now they 
art excluded from the medical 
faculty, from training schools for 
teachers and from training schools 
for diplomats. 
“4. Jews are gradually being 
pushed out at administrative jobs 
in industrial plants. Nowadays, 
they rarely even hold tho job of 
a foreman.” 
A great deal has appeared In 
the pres* of the world about the 
desecration of Jewish places of 


worship and this has usually been 
attributed to “hooligans ” 
The West German government 
investigated and found many in­ 
stances in which there was a tie- 
up to the East German Commun­ 
ists. But proof in such circum­ 
stances is difficult to get because 
the underground techniques are ef­ 
fective. 


NO COMMUNIST contacts tho 
youth directly but the Soviot ap­ 
paratus extends to many univer­ 
sities in different countries and it 
is not a difficuh matter for inter­ 
mediaries to start 
anti-Semitic 
demonstrations without the risk of 
being exposed. 
When news does leak out, H is 
given casual attention. Thus on 
Oct. 4, 1959. hoodlums set fire to 
the synagogue at Malakhovka, a 
suburb of Mo* cow. 
It was on the second day of the 
Jewish New Year services. 
The 70-year-bld wife of the care­ 
taker was strangled and her body 
thrown into the flames. News of 
this was not carried in the Soviet 
press. 
Discussing the anti-Semitic dem­ 
onstrations in West Germany Dr 
Fabian asks: 
“Who was interested in compro­ 
mising the Liberal • Democratic 
Chancellor Adenauer of Germany 
before the ’summit’ conference? 
Who would profit by breaking up 
the united front of the Western 
alliance? 
“It is obvious that this anti-Se­ 
mitic campaign did not serve the 
interest of West Germany — now 
waging a battle of life and death 
for Berlin and for the reunifica­ 
tion of Germany — as. for this 
country, not only the support but 
also tho sympathy of tho free 
world is essential. The weakning 
of West Germany’s morale and the 
disruption of Western unity would 
profit only one power: The Soviet 
Union. 
“The anti • Semitic campaign 
would also serve to camouflage the 
tragic fact that, within the last six 
months, the Soviet Union is the 
only country to introduce legally 
and in practice the Nazi princi­ 
ples of Nuremberg. . . . 
“The Jewish question is the 
skeleton in the Soviet cupboard. 
Aa long as silence is maintained, 
the gradual liquidation of Jewry 
goes on. 
“History may repeat itself. Had 
tile world raised its voice in time 
—before Hitler sent millions of 
Jews to the gas chambers and not 
after, when there was nothing one 
could do but,lament — millions of 
lives would have been saved.” 


THE CUSTOMARY DENIALS 
are issued by Khrushchev when 
asked about anti-Semitism in the 
Soviet Union. He declares that re­ 
ligious freedom prevails and that 
where Jewish churches have been 
closed it has been because of al­ 
leged anti-Soviet activities. 
Perhaps the most curious aspect 
of this whole business is the readi­ 
ness with which some of toe “left­ 
wing” elements in toe United 
States havs been se reedy to 
pooh-pooh and dismiss es absurd 
tho idea that the Soviet espionage 
apparatus may have been back of 
tho

throughout the world to paint 
Swastikas on synagogues. 
Are The Trips Worth It?

WASHINGTON 
Two elderly m on — President 
Eisenhower at 00 and Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev almost OO—ar* 
giving themselves a mean, physi­ 
cal beating w i t h their foreign 
journeys in the hope it will bene­ 
fit their countries. 
Are their trips worth to* ex­ 
pense in physical punishment and 
time away from their jobs et 
homo? That question is still un­ 
answered, despite the big recep­ 
tions both men get. 
The ovations given them by mil­ 
lions of people in the backward , 
countries doesn’t necessarily im­ 
ply any more than a superficial, 
polite and curious response to tho 
visit of celebrities.' 
The polite and often platitudi­ 
nous statements by the two lead­ 
ers when they are not whisting 
through toe crowd with big grins 
and waving arms, can hardly do 
more than create a momentary 
impression of goodwill. 
After all, neither man is going 
to anger his hosts with antagonis­ 
tic statements or tough talk, al­ 
though the explosive Khrushchev 
has done more in this direction 
than Eisenhower. 
Both men are doing a selling 
job. In the end their customers, 
the people of the backward na­ 
tions, will base their future atti­ 
tude on positive follow-up results. 
Just how much follow-up Eisen­ 
hower and Khrushchev have in 
mind remains to be seen. 
Khrushchev started these trips 
after Stalin’s death with visits to 
Western Europe and Asia. At th* 
time he had a practical reason: 
The tyrant Stalin was newly dead 
and the world • wide sinister im­ 
pression of the Soviet Union he 
crested remained. 
Eisenhower must have felt he 
could do no less than Khrushchev. 
He. too, became a world traveler: 
to Europe. Asia, North Africa, and 
now South America. Now the two 
most important world leaders are 
out beating the goodwill bushes at 
the same time. 
In ’toe past, when much slower 
rat meant the top men would 
r 


have to be awy from home base 
too long, it was natural for their 
foreign ministers to do the travel­ 
ing while the No. I men stayed 
home. 
That picture has changed. It s 
a good bet, since travel is now 
faster, that in the future there will 
be more, not fewer, summit meet­ 
ings and other get-togethers be­ 
tween the national leaders. 
Eisenhower himself seems to 
have swung around toward this 
view in just a few months. Only 
last summer he told friends he 
looked bleakly on meetings by the 
top men and preferred the old­ 
fashioned way of doing things 
through foreign ministers. 
But there’s a big difference be­ 
tween the top men trying to settle 
problems at a summit meeting 
and the same men darting off by 
themselves on world journeys to 
grin and offer not much more than 
shining generalities. 
It remains to be demonstrated 
that these individual goodwill trips 
by the top—and aging—leaders do 
any more than shorten their lives 
and use up time that could be bet­ 
ter spent at home, thinking.

CLEVELAND (AP) - Tl»e big- 
fest slice of the 159 million dollars 
Republic Steel Co r p . plans to 
ipend in Youngstown and Warren. 
The remainder of the expendi­ 
ture. the largest Republic has ever 
allocated 
for

improve­ 
ments. will pay for new facilities 
at the other Republic plants, in­ 
cluding the one in Canton. 
R e p u b l i c officials announced 
Tuesday 
that 
the 
improvment 
program this year is planned pri­ 
marily to increase efficiency. But 
as a result of expenditures the 
company's steel production will in­ 
crease by about 330,000 tons an­ 
nually. 
The 1960 allocation, part of a 
five-year, 375-million-dollar expan 
aion program, will pay for the lo! 
lowing major projects: 
In Warren, installation of hot 
strip finishing facilities and a con­ 
tinuous heavy gauge strip galvan 
izing line. 
In Youngstown, addition of J 
battery of coke ovens and a plas­ 
tic coating line for steel pipe. 


In Canton, relocation and im­ 
provement of the l-inch bar mill 
In Buffalo, N. Y., installation of 
additional soaking pits. 
In Chicago, IU., addition of spe 
dal heat treating facilities. 
In Gadsden, Ala., installation of 
new soaking pits. 
Th company said the five-year 
expansion program, originally an 
nounced last year, would be fi­ 
nanced largely through deprida 
tion and retained earnings, but 
that some additional borrowing 
would be done, if deemed desira­ 
ble. 
Projects previously 
announced 
for the five-year program were the 
addition of a 56-inch hot strip mill 
at the Warren plant and 134-inch 
plate mUl at Gadsden. These and 
some of the newly announced proj­ 
ects already are underway. 
Officials said improvements be­ 
ing made in the Warren plant 
would increase production capaci­ 
ty by about 193,000 tons per year.

The 
Soviet Union claimed a range of 
7,700 miles for one of these shots 
and said the missile landed within 
1^4 miles of its target.

Wellsville High’s top-seeded Ti­ 
gers qualified for s« ni-final ac 
tion in the Sectional Class AA 
tournament Tuesday night by ush­ 
ering Springfield to the sidelines 
with a 7147 triumph. 
An overflow crowd of 1,200 fans 
packed Beacom Memorial gy m to 
see the favored Orange and Black 
dispose (rf the Jefferson County 
club in fairly easy fashion and 
notch the 15th victory of the seas­ 
on as against four defeats. 
Action continues tonight at 8 with 
No. 2 seeded Steubenville Big Red 
(15-4) the favorite to sweep aside 
Coach Len Mosser’s J e f f e r . s on 
Union Yellow Jackets (0-10), The 
JU-Big Red contest is the only 
game scheduled tonight, with sin­ 
gle games also set for Thursday 
and for the finals Saturday . 
Steubenville’s rangy center San­ 
dy Williams will carry a 26.2 point 
average into tonight’s game, one 
<d the top marks in Ohio. 
Coach Jack McDevitt’s charges 
took command early and easily 
repelled 'Springfield’s only deter­ 
mined move late in the final quar­ 
ter to add a decisive touch to 
the victory . 
The Tigers appeared sluggish 
and lacked much zip and poise 
but exerted their superior height 
and talent to stay alive in the 
"lose and get out” battle for sur­ 
vival. 
In graduating to the semi-finals 
Thursday night, the Tigers wheel 
against tho “darkhorse” of the 
tournament In dangerous Toron­ 
to. Toronto cashed in at the foul 
line to eliminate Steubenville Cen­ 
tral Catholic. 64-59 , in a thrilling 
finish of last night’s twin bill. 
Wellsville had t h i n gs pretty 
much its own way against Spring­ 
field. making Its first appearance 
in the Sectional as a successor to 
Mingo. 
The Tigers quickly opened up 
tiieir arsenal of shooting ammuni­ 
tion to move to an overwhelming 
18-4 first quarter lead and Spring 
field was never able to recover. 
Both squads play ed a ragged 
brand of ball and a high num­ 
ber of turnovers and fouls kept 
the acti(m at a slow pace, es­ 
pecially during the second half. 
Coach Tony Golas’ Springfield 
quint turned 
in a disappointing 
performance as veteran starters 
slowed the attack badly by trav­ 
eling, double-dribbling or commit 
ting bad passes. The losers end­ 
ed their campaign with a 12-6 ov­ 
erall record. 
Wellsville was equally unimpres- 
aive and shot less than 30 per 
cent for the night, an all-time low 
for the season. Fans saw an acute 
lack of teamwork and good pass­ 
ing by the Tigers in their first 
tourney test. 
Springfield made its only ser­ 
ious move midway through the 
fourth after Wellsville had more 
than doubled the score at the end 
of three, 50-24. 
After McDevitt had cleared his 
bench of sophomores and juniors, 
Springfield stepped up its attack 
slightly and outscored the Tigers 
in the final period, 23 points to 
21. The l^st Springfield could do, 
however, was to narrow the gap 
to 20 points. 
Both squads kept up a steady 
parade to the foul line and tried 
a total of 65 attempts — 32 by 
Wellsville and 33 by the losers. 
Individual standouts were few 
and Wellsville’s top point produc­ 
tion effort was turned in by cen­ 
ter Franklin Jackson, 6-3 senior, 
and promising junior Ben Canna- 
date who each finished with 11. 
Of the four other starters. Bob 
KiggaM delivered only seven, PHil 
Baldwin nine. Milt Lamp six and 
Ray Franklin f our . Every one 
broke into the scoring column but 
Wilbert Jones who got a Iwie shot 
away in the fourth period. 
Golas, disappointed by the spir­ 
itless bid of his Springfield club 
to pull an upset, commented that 
“this just wasn’t our night. My 
kids can play a much better 
brand of ball than that display ed 
only briefly on the outcome, point­ 
ing out *'we didn’t have much zip 
twiight and defensively we looked 
bad.” 
Denny Hackathorn, a 6-0 cen­ 
ter, and Jerry Pradelski, 5-10 inch 
second stringer, led the Springfield 
team with 12 points each. Bob 
Anderson chipped in with 11. 
Springfield lost three starters on 
personal fouls as BUI Hanlin and 
Jim Dillon were charged with their 
fifth early in the third quarter. 
Anderson departed with 4:48 left 
In the game. 
Wellsville’s best qu a r t e r of 
shooting was the first when the 
t e ^ pr^ped in seven of 13. Frank­ 
lin’s outside jump shot and a piv­ 
ot jump Iqr Kiggans armed t h e 
Tigers with a 4-0 lead and they 
closed the period by making 13 
straight points to grab an 184 
margin at the buzzer. 
Dillon of Springfield finally in­ 
terrupted the string by sinking a 
foul at the start of the second 
period. Wellsville hit only four of 
22 shots in Uie socood quarter in 


an erratic exhibition but picked 
up the slack at the free' throw 
line to move ahead 32-13 at half- 
time. 
Wellsville outscored Springfield 
in the third period, 18 to 11, and 
the big 50-24 lead served as an 
adequaia buffer against a final 
period flourish by the losers.

On 
New York radio stations — and 
probably around the rest of the 
country — the playing of Sinatra 
record! has dropped off sharply 
because his admirers have got a 
little tired of listening to the old 
records. 
Actually, there are plenty of Si­ 
natra records around — but none 
recorded recently. RCA and Co­ 
lumbia still are releasing records 
Sinatra made years ago. Current­ 
ly, Sinatra is tied by contract to 
Capitol Records — but Capitol has 
no Sinatra records it has not re­ 
leased except “Can Can," which 
it cribbed off the sound track of 
the picture. 


THE WORD from pretty high up 
In Sinatra's clan is that the singer 
wants to break his contract with 
Capitol and concentrate his efforts 
in his own company, Essex Pro­ 
ductions. 
However, Capitol has Sinatra 
tied hand and foot for “a couple 
ai years," according to David 
Cavanaugh of Capitol. 
At Capitol, the mention of their 
top recording star brought forth 
little except nervousness. No one 
in the New York office knew when 
Sinatra had recorded last or would 
record again (as if these dates 
were not writ in letters of fire in 
every skull). 


TRACKED DOWN in Las Vegas, 
where Sinatra currently is shoot­ 
ing a picture, “Oceans ll," with 
a lot of his buddies in the cast, 
Mr. Cavanaugh said: 
‘There's been a lot of talk about 
this in the trade — but I don’t 
know what to soy. I’m a friend 
of Frank’s and I work for Capi­ 
tol — what can I say?" 
As the situation stands, Sinatra 
can’t make records for anyone but 
Capitol suid he won’t make them 
for Capitol. 
This deadlock could go on for 
years. At local record shops, if 
yen ask for the latest recording 
by Sinatra the clerks are likely to 
tell you a nw one is expected 
momentarily. Even in the trade 
ifs not clearly realized Sinatra 
hasn’t recorded a song for seven 
months. 


“FOUR FOR TONIGHT" on NSC

1. Getting caught in the middle 
b etween two large church groups; 
2. Attracting the interest of at 
least three congressional commit­ 
tees; 
3. Bringing almost everyone in 
the Pentagon up to the secretary 
of defense into the act; 
4. Focusing attention on what is 
primarily a sideshow at a time 
when a great and vital deb ate is 
going on in the main tent over 
whether this nation’s defenses are 
strong enough. 
Yet in all this to-do. some sob er­ 
ing, some hilarious, the manuals 
must b e kept in perspective. 
Around 2,000 such pub lications 
are put out b y the Air Force, 
Army and Navy. 
Most are routine; prob ab ly all 
b ut a few are noncontroversial. 
The troub le b egan when the 
s e r vi c e s wandered into other 
fields. 
Several congressmen, for exam­ 
ple, think the services use man 
power foolishly, and prove their 
case b y pointing to manuals. 
Rep. Frank Kowalski (D-Conn) 
ob jects to using military men as 
servants. 
His 
textb ook: 
“Open 
Mess Operational Manual,” put 
out fw Air Force officers assigned 
as secretaries (rf officers’ or non­ 
commissioned officers’ club . 
It included tips on how to mix 
five different martinis, wi how to 
round up dates for b achelor offi­ 
cers, on how to furnish youngsters 
who finally eat their spinach and 
other essentials with “good eating 
certificates.” ' 
This was preceded b y a hearing 
b efore the manpower-sub c(mimit- 
tee of the Armed Servics Com­ 
mittee at which another Air Force 
manuals was studied. 
It included tips to aides and 
stewards, once called orderlies or 
dog rob b ers. ’The names have 
changed, the congressmen noted, 
b ut the instructions haven’t. 
“Occasionally pets 
r e q ui r e 
b aths. The b est way to accom­ 
plish this is b y using soap, water 
and plenty of elb ow grease.” 
“Shoe polishing isn’t a large task 
b ut does require s(» ne exacting 
effort.” 
All this was emb arrassing to 
the Air Force, b ut the roof really 
fell in after Paul Galanti, an Air 
Force reserve sergeant in Tren­ 
ton, N.J.. conscientiously did his 
hwnework. 
Galanti, was reading a manual 
with this scarcely b reath-taking 
title: “NR-45-0050, Increment V, 
Volume 7.”
